Allied w arships boldly striking 
near Italy’s own shores were of­ 
ficially credited today with sinking 
three vessels and driving a de­ 
stroyer ashore in an attack on an 
Axis convoy off Capo Spartivento. 
and Rome announced a third Allied 
naval assault in four days on the 
“Italian G ibraltar” a t Pantelleria. 
Both Rome and Berlin plucked 
nervously a t tho specter of an Al­ 
lied invasion of Europe, with Axis 
broadcasts ranging from Nazi de­ 
fiance to Fascist appeals for cour­ 
age. 
“Our fate will he terrible should 
we lose this w ar,” said a Rome 
m ilitary 
spokesman, 
apparently 
seeking to frighten the Italians 
into a last-ditch stand. 
"Nobody will be spared.” 
Meanwhile, dispatches from La

VICTORY BOOK CAMPAIGN 
It has been announced that 4,632,283 books have 
been contributed by the American public in the four 
and one-half months of 1943 to the Victory Book Cam­ 
paign for armed forces. 
The campaign is sponsored 
by American Library Association, American Red Cross 
and United Service Organizations, Inc. 
The campaign 
is regarded as eminently successful with books of high 
quality still coming in on an average of 100,000 a week. 
This it is estimated should bring total to over 7,000,000 
books by end of the year. 
Book publishers themselves 
have contributed over 400,000 volumes to the campaign. 
One-and-a-half million suitable books have already been 
distributed. 
Additional volumes being sorted and sent 
out on requests from libraries to armed forces. 
Campaign has been so successful that directors of 
Victory Book Campaign, representing American Library 
Association, American Red Cross and USO, announce* 
that resolutions have been unanimously passed extend­ 
ing the grateful thanks of these organizations to the 
campaign committee, Franklin P. Adams, Edward L. 
Bemays and Norman Cousins, for their activities. 
Millions of American citizens have voluntarily and 
willingly given books in the first quarter through these 
great national organizations and thousands of other 
organizations cooperating with them. 
They are con­ 
tinuing to do so. 
A gift of 22,000 books from the Readers Digest was 
announced.

II7ASHINGTON-—In an effort to 
tap the last great labor re­ 
servoir in the country, the Wo­ 
men’s Bureau of the Department 
of Labor has just finished en 
amazing and amusing survey. 
Seeking to find what peacetime 
pursuits, l obbies and household 
duties basically equipped women 
for work on the victory lines, th* 
bureau really made some dis­ 
coveries 
For example, if you have ever 
sewed on buttons or made button 
holes with your sewing machine, 
you are practically a spot welder. 
Any operator of an electric sew­ 
ing machine is in fair way to be­ 
come a parachute maker. 
Those women who have fine 
embroidery or tinkered away at 
making their own jewelry 
or 
worked in costume jewelry facto­ 
ries can assemble time fuses, radio 
tubes and the delicate control in­ 
struments used on airplanes and 
subrrfir.es with h a r d l y more 
than a refresher course. 
Any lady of the house or kitch­ 
en mala who has polished silver 
on an electric buffer can find a 
place on a score of assembly lines 
—the job is called burring. 
• rn + 
'T'H E bureau found that this r a ­ 
tion o. househo.d gadgeteers 
and hobbyists have been equip­ 
ping the female of the species for 
years to step right onto assembly 
lines and in many instances mas­ 
ter the stint much faster than 
their husbands ever could. 
Back of that is perhaps tire 
reason why women, barred bv 
masculine prejudice from most 
factory jobs when war broke out, 
h a \e literally set t! e male sneer­ 


ers back on their heels with the 
speed with which they have be­ 
come highly proficient in all in­ 
dustries from light to heavy. 
A woman may have to be me­ 
chanically minded to run a lath* 
or milling machine, but any on* 
who has done a fair job at sort­ 
ing dried beans or berries can in­ 
spect and sort small munitions 
parts and some of the best wo­ 
men inspectors today had no more 
preliminary education than a rep- 
utation for keeping their houses 
spotlessly clean.

the 
bureau made is that women 
who meticulously follow recipes 
in cooking, measuring out ingredi­ 
ents to the last fraction, make the 
most proficient shell loaders. 
There are many women who 
run their sheets through electric 
mangles on wash-Mondays. Ifs 
only slightly different from oper­ 
ating a blueprint machine and 
there isn’t an instrument of war 
that doesn’t require thousands of 
blueprints. 
Through the U. S. employment 
bureaus, which do the hiring, al­ 
location and make arrangement 
for free training school attend­ 
ance, 
the 
Women’s 
Bureau 
is 
really driving hard to replace the 
12,000 men a day pouring into the 
armed services. 
Their “aptitude survey” prom­ 
ises to be a big stride toward an­ 
swering that question often asked 
by housewives and female hob­ 
byists: “But what could I do?” 
If you’ve never done more than 
roll a baby carriage in the park, 
you can push parts and tool bins 
around a factory.

Victory gardeners should be glad 
to hear that experts who argue 
heatedly ov er t ie advantages of 
ciiltivation, i owadayg, all agree on 
one poo 
ai.en you do cultivate, 
take it easy, 
If you keep your tools sharp— 
an im portant point- and never n eg ­ 
lect your garden long enough to let 
weeds grow b g, you can run down 
tho ai*!ey betw een the 
rows of 
vegetables with no m ore physical j 
exertion than is required to sweep I 
a floor. 
Deep cultivating, which stirs the 
sod se', era! inches deep, is defl- J 
nitely out for garden crops. 
E x ­ 
periments have dem onstrated t h a t ! 
deeply si rred soil dries out falter, 
ai d that this form of cultivation, 
which is very hard work, is likely 
lo disturb the roots of your vege- 
* b le plants, and do m ore harm 
than good. 


The right w ay to cultivate is to 
keep far enough aw ay from the 
vegetables, so that you do riot even 
disturb the roots which l o close!
